Fascismo To-Day. 

In December it appeared that the Fascist 
revolution in Italy was nearing its end. 
The mistakes of Signor Mussolini’s Ad- 
ministration and the unpopular methods 
of his wild young men had brought down 
upon his régime such a storm of criticism 


that it seemed unlikely that his power 
could last. The blackguardly attacks made | 


by armed Fascisti on the newspaper offices, 
and the outbreak of. terrorism which 
appalled observers, 


mined its prestige. 
suffered more from the acts of his sup- 
porters than gfrom the hostility vf his 
opponents. The violence of December was 
suicidal. Yet three months have passed 
and still Fascismo stands. What, then, is 
the cause of this survival of a Govern- 
ment admittedly unpopular? Evidently 
the révolutionary Government’ prevails 


because there is no unity in the opposi-| 


tion. The parties whose quarrels and 
jealousies gave Signor Mussolini the excuse 
and the opportunity to seize power, are 
quarrelling still, They range from extreme 
Communists to Clericals, and include the 
followers of many leaders whose appeal 
lies, not in policies, but in personality. 
If they could unite, they could overthrow 
Fascismo and restore constitutional govern- 
ment. They have, however, nothing in 
common save their opposition to Signor 
Mussolini. Such “a situation in Britain 
would be inconceivable. Were a dictator 
to seize power in Britain, all parties 
would unite to bring him down; and they 
would unite on the basis of the British 
Constitution. Behind all party struggles 
in Britain there remains a reverence for 
the common heritage; and thus the most 
embittered disputes are ended once it is 
manifest that the national interest is 
menaced. The constitutional idea has 


become ingrained in the English mind. 
through centuries of steady growth. The| 


lesson of the dynastic wars is not for- 
gotten. The supremacy of the Constitution 
has become a sacred tradition. 

Italy lacks Britain’s age-long peace and 
unquestioned unity. Hence her people, 
though they may love their Italie, and 
though they may be ready to sacrifice all 
for their threatened nation in time of war, 
cannot look beyond the parties to some 
familiar constitutional being. The Italian 
parties are not national parties, seeking 
the welfare of the whole community and 
advancing policies of conservation or of 
progress to that end. They are groups 
which exist as exponents of doctrines 
which interest sections, but not the whole 
people. The various socialistic groups 
appeal to class interests. The Popular 
Party is radical in its social policy, but 
is clerical. The Fascisti, by giving 
religion the place in the schools always 
demanded by the clergy and the Pope, 
by silencing certain priests whose associn- 
tion with the Popular Patty ‘excited pro- 
test from those of their flock opposed to 
the “ Popular ' programme, have destroyed 
the ground on which this party stood. 
Some of the party's supporters have left 


it; the rest have virtually gone over to.

A national holiday ought 
to be observed in a dignified way, and 
dignity is by no means incompatible with 
gaiety. The old idea that enjoyment was 
inseparable from intoxication no Jonger 
holds good, and we are very glad that the 
Free State has given an example to the 
world in this respect. The hearts of Irish- 
men to-day will swell with great thanks- 
giving at the thought of the progress that 
has been made in their little country since 
last St. Patrick's Day. . Steady work has 
set the State on its feet, and we now are 
within sight of real prosperity. For these 
blessings the Free State Government 
deserves much praise, but the spirit of the 
people themselves has been the chief archi- 
tect of the nation’s recovery. The wil] to 
survive has triumphed over all the forces 
of disruption and disorder; and Ireland 
to-day can hold her head high among the 
nations of the earth.

THE BRITISH FASCISTI.

Colonel Wedgwood to-day revealed a 
secret, probably unknown to anybody in 
the world save himself. The British 
Fascisti so frequently have been described 
by Socialists as an association of loafers 
and shop assistants that it came as a 
shock to find that the Socialists had been 
misled. There is nothing common or mean, 
asserts Colonel Wedgwood, about the 
Fascisti. They are composed of the aris- 
tocracy generally. It is not easy to imagine 
the Earl of Oxford drilling in a black shirt 
and knickerbockers, but he is certainly 
an aristocrat; so it is quite conceivable 
that he may be a Fascist, according t» 
Colonel Wedgwood. Lord Olivier and 
Lord Arnold cannot ‘escape suspicion, 


even though they are elect of the 
Socialists. Peal after peal of un- 
restrained laughter rang through the 


House of Commons this afternoon when 
Colonel Wedgwood made his ridiculous 
statement. Everybody was laughing. Tho 
strangers in the Public Gallery joined the 
members in their mirth; the journalists, 
and even the attendants of the sg who 
are not easily moved, could not resist the 


irresistible appeal to humour of the 
Socialist Whip s suggestion. It was too 
much, however, for Lieutenant-Commander 


Kenworthy, who, as the son of a peer, is 
an aristocrat, and he protested against 
such a sweeping assertion; but Colone! 
Wedgwood unheeding, and determined that 
his little contribution to the class war 
should not be left undelivered, continued 
with his question, undismayed by the effect 
of his statement on the House.

WIDE RANGE OF 
AMUSEMENTS. 


The prospect for St. Patrick’s Day is 
" dry.” Both the weather clerk and the 
Government have conspired to that end. 
Under the new licensing law, all public- 
houses must be closed to-day, except to 
bona fide travellers. In Dublin no drink 
will be obtainable in the hotels except by 
residents, who will be served with liquor 
at their meals. Restauratits may not 
supply drink with, or apart from, food.

CAPITAL OF THE IRAQ OIL 
COMPANIES. 
BAGDAD, Sunday. 

After protracted negotiations Mr. E. H. 
Keeling, acting for the Turkish Petroleum 
Company, has signed a convention with the 
Iraq Government for the exploitation of 
petroleum in Iraq, excluding the Basra 
vilayet, for seventy-five years. 
The company will confine its wells to 
twenty-four areas of eight square miles 
each, and will invite tenders for leases of 
the remainder, the lessees being guaranteed 
a proportion of the capacity of any pipe 
line to the sea which the company may 
construct. 
A pipe line to the Mediterranean is 
contemplated should sufficient oil be found. 
Participation in the Turkish Petroleum 
Company is divided equally between four 
groups, namely— 
1. The Anglo-Persian Oil Company. 
2. The Royal Dutch Shell. 
3. Seven of the principal American oil 

companies, including the Standard. 
4. Sixty-seven French companies. 
The combined capital of these groups is 
nearly one thousand million pounds. The 
convention stipulates that the chairman 
shall always be British.—The Times 
Correspondent.

MINOR RECTIFICATIONS

They 
should not be asked to take a pig in a 
poke. 
Alderman McFarland said that he would 
raise no further objection if the matter was 
discussed. —His sole objection was to things 
being done behind their backs. 
Alderman McFarland—I never heard of it 
until I saw it on the ea for this meeting. 
Councillor Logue held that the whole thing 
was out of order, The Council had a re- 
solution on the books dated the 30th 
January, 1922, committing them to a 
certain course of action, and expressing the 
determination of the Council and citizens to 
resist the cutting off of the city from. the 
Free State. That resolution, so far as he 
knew, had never been rescinded. On the

INTERESTING DEVELOPMENT. 

The Times Labour Correspondent writes : 
The serious considerations arising out of the 
placing in Germany of an order for five 
100,000 tons motor driven ships are still 
under discussion by the organisations of the 
shipbuilding employers and of the shipyard 
workers. -An important development is pro- 
bable. Sir F. W. Lewis ,the chairman of 
Furness, Withy and Co., Ltd.—one of whose 
subsidiaty companies placed the order—has 
informed both the . Shipbuilding Employers’

of the facts. Sir Frederick Lewis has 
stated that the determining difference as to 
price as between British and German built 
motor ‘vessels begins when a speed in excess 
of 10 or:1l knots is required, and he has 
suggested that the employers and unions 
should endeavour by joint inquiry to ascer- 
tain the reason. 

The Emergency Committee of the men’s 
federation has welcomed Sir Frederick Lewis's 
offer to discuss the matter. The committee 
is anxious that a full investigation should 
be . Mr. Frank Smith, the secretary 
of the Federation, said yesterday that no date 
for the meeting had yet been fixed, but it 
would certainly take place if the shipping 
company held to its proposal.

At the age of 85, Mr. John D. Rockefeller, 
the American oil king, daily visits the gou 
links, and plays better golf than many men 
fifty years younger. triends say that his 
game is improving, and that this improve- 

ment is accompanied by better health. 

Mr. Rockefeller has so far improved that 
he no longer diets, himself. He js careful, 
however, to avoid too heavy meals. 

Golf. is regarded by Mr. Rockefeller as a 
medium for the attainment of health and 
happiness, and pleasant companionship. With 
this mental attitude he is not so much con- 
cerned over his score, although usually he 
breaks 45 for the first eight holes of the 
Ormond Beach course. He never plays more 
than this number of holes in any one day, 
however. 

In making his shots Mr. Rockefeller shows 
great power of concentration. No noise dis- 
turbs him, not even the click of a camera, 
which is unusual for any golfer. The aged 
oil king's opponent is generally General 
Asembert Ames, a 90 year-old veteran of the 
war between the States. e has been Mr.

The decision with regard to the rejection 
of the Protocol was tha’ of the Cabinet, 
and Mr. Chamberlain went to Geneva 
armed with the Cabinet's instructions. 

Mr. Ramsay Macdonald’s view, that the 
Government rejected the Protocol simply 
because the Labour Party had agreed to 
it, is heard with frank astonishment. 
Ministerialists hold strongly to the 
doctrine of continuity in foreign policy, 
and no consideratio:. other than that of 
the national interest entered into the 
decision to reject the Protocol. Nor is 
Mr. Macdonald's description of Mr. 
Chamberlain’s speech as ‘‘ pettifogging ”’ 
received as a serious criticism, because 
that is the ver~ last term that readers 
of the speech would dream. of ascribing 
either to its structure or to its argument. 


THE CONFERENCE. 


GETTING TO GRIPS WITH 
PROBLEMS. 


: PARIS, Monday. 

An official communiqué states that Mr. 
Austen Chamberlain, on his return from 
Geneva, called upon M. Herriot, as had 
been arranged. In the course of a long . 
conversation the two Ministers continued 
their exchange of views on various problems 
of foreign policy, and, especially on the 
problem of security, resolved to seek in full 
cordiality solutions acceptable to both 
countries. 

The conversation has rendered more precise 
the essential points of the problems con- 
fronting the statesmen. The negotiations 
will be pursued through the diplomatic 
channels in the same friendly manner and in 
unison with the other Allies. 

In French diplomatic circles great satisfac- 
tion is expressed at the conversations he- 
tween Mr. Chamberlain and M. Herriot, 
which they declare deal almost exclusively 
with the question of security. 

In an interview with journalists’ to-night 
Mr. Chamberlain was asked about the 
Matin's statement. of dissensions in the Bri- 
tish Cabinet. He emphatically declared that 
he ‘‘ refused absolutely and finally to discuss 
the matter.” As regards the report that 
President Coolidge had decided to send. out 
invitations to a disarmament conference, the 


Foreign Secretary admitted that he had 
talked the matter over with Mr. Kellog. 
THE GERMAN PROPOSAL. 

Referring to his conversation. with M. 


Herriot, Mr. Chamberlain showed the greatest 
reticence. He admitted that he had discussed 
the German pact proposal, German disarma- 
ment, and the question of the publication of 
the Control Commission's report. As regards 
the publication of the report, he said no 
decision had heen reached on the question of 
the German proposals. It was intended to 
proceed with a serious examination of the 
advantages that might be derived therefrom. 

Asked if he adopted the view that Germanv 
must enter the League of Nations before there 
could be anv discussion of the covenant with 
her, the Foreign Secretary replied that 
obviously nothing could be done unless Ger- 
many were willing to enter the League. 
Chere was no question of another Inter-Allied 
Conference being discussed for the moment. 
Summing up his remarks, Mr. Chamberlain 
said that he felt optimistic regarding a solu- 
tion of the security problem. He was verv 
satisfied with his exchange of views with the 
French Prime Minister.— (Reuter. }

ACTION BY BOARD OF TRADE. 


The Imperial Shipping Commtitee have re- 
ceived the following letter, dated March 15, 
1925, from the President of the Board of 
Trade, Sir P. Cunliffe-Lister :— 

My attention was drawn by the Chamber 
of Shippin of the United Kingdom and the 
Liverpool Nua Shipowners’ Association, in 
a letter dated February 20, to certain charges 
against the lines interested jin the North 
Atlantic traffic reported to have been made 
to the Government of Canadajby Mr. W. T. 
R. Preston. The letter stated that the 
North Atlantic Lines would cordially welcome 
a searching investigation. His Majesty's 
Government would be glad to give any facili- 
ties in their power for a complete and ex- 
peditious hearing. 

On the 27th February the Canadian Go- 
vernment telegraphed in reply that their 
decision to introduce a bill to aid in con- 
trolling ocean rates originated with the report 
of a Select Committee of 1923 into agricultu- 
ral conditions, and that they ifptended to refer 
the bill to a Special Commit be of the Cana- 
dian House of Commons, before which all 
interested parties would be _— to appear. 
The Preston report, with other documents, 
would be referred to this committee. The 
Canadian Government would! welcome repre- 
sentations from the Chamber of Shipping be- 
fore this committee, and asked that the 
Chamber might be so informed. The reply 
further states that if the British Government, 
for any reason considered that, in addition 
to this inquiry, it would be desirable to in- 
stitute an investigation by the Imperial 
Government, would not wish to deter such 
further investigation in any way.

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IRISH MUSIC. 


HOW IT CAN N BE IMPROVED. 


The future Irish composer must be 
taom versed in the classics, in all that 
is ancient and modern, and ‘even ultfa 
modern,” declared Dr. J. F. Larchet in a 
lecture on Irish music that he delivered yes- 
terday before the College Gaelic Society In 
Trinity College, Dublin. Dr.. W. F. Starkie, 
F.T.C.D., presided. 

Dr. Larchet said that a complete ehange of 
outlook had come to their country during the 
last few years, and he thought that it would 
he well to examine their musical consciences 
in order to see in what way they could im- 
Ireland s position from a musical 
They had a great heritage of 
folk songs. Early attempts to harmonise 
that music had failed. very other detail 
had been considered but no attempt 
made to understand the scale in which those 
melodies had been set 

In the [rish scale the half tones occurred 
elsewhere than on the modern diatonic scale. 
Thomas Moore had been a great offender. He 
had not given the melodies exactly as he got 
them from Petrie. Moore and ‘Stephenson 
changed the notes, and spoilt the music. Sir 
Charles Villiers Stanford had absorbed the 
technique of Brahms, and any man who 
could absorb the technique of Brahms was a 
genius. When Stanford wrote anything that 
was entirely free from the Irish atmosphere 
his music failed, but when he utilised an 
Irish melody or a fragment of one the trans- 
formation was so great as» to place him 
amongst the great composers. 

In forming an Irish school of music they 
must utilise the accumulated knowledge of 
the world. They must do what other coua- 
tries had done. Why should not a composer 
use everything that lay to his hand as long 
as he retained the Irish or Celtic atmos- 
phere’ To obtain that Irish atmosphere 
would mean long years of study, which might
